in which it was conducted. One of the echoes of the Jackson fes- 
tival is now being threshed out in the courts, the mayor of 
the 


town seeking to get rid of his chief of police upon the grounds, or 
alleged grounds, that said chief closed his eyes to gross violations 
.of the law while the Festival was in progress, and permitted what 
is commonly called a "wide open town." The chief of police won 
in the lower courts, but his opponents have appealed tho case to 
the court 'of appeals and their statement of the case as filed by At- 
torney Powell, is about the plainest speaking document that has 
been put upon the records of a court in this section for many years. 


, There is something refreshingly open and 
frank about 
the 


document. It calls a spade a spade, and a club a club. There is no 
effort at evasion and no effort to clothe hideous facts in choice or 
equivocal language. 


A.portion of Attorney Powell's statement in his appeal to the 


higher courts as printed in the Jackson Herald, is given 
below

The 
bishop, 
in the sermon 


preached immediately before the 
confirmation service, spoke of the

He held up Pontius 
Pilate as the classic example of a 
man who hau tried to be neutral 
when a great principle was at 
stake, and said that ever since the 
church had borne witness to the 
futility of his attempt by saying 
in the creed the words "crucified 
under Pontius Pilate."

Jackson had a so-called Farmers' Fall Festival last year, 


which was supposed to be patterned somewhat after the Chillicotiie 
Fall Festival and our own Korn KarnivaL It would appear.how- 
ever that the Jackson affair waa not suet a happy one as was 
either the Chillicothe or the Portsmouth1- effort. 
Certainly 
it 


seems to have left a very bad taite in the mouths of many eituens 
of Jackson on account of the reckless and decidedly loose manner 
in which it was conducted. One of the echoes of the Jaekson fes- 
tal is now being threshed out in the courts, the mayor of the 
town seeking to get rid of his chief .of police upon the grounds, or 
alleged grounds, that said chief closed his eyes to gross violationi 
of the law while the Festival Was in progress, and permitted what 
is commonly called a "wide open town." The chief of police .won 
in the lower courts,- but his opponents have appealed the case to 
tha court of appeals' and their statement of the case as filed by At- 
torney Powell, is about the plainest speaking document that has 
been put upon the records of a court in this section for many years. 


There is something refreshingly opeft and frank about the 


document. It calls a spade a epa'de, and a club i club. There is no 
effort at evasion and no effort to clothe hideous facts in choice or 
equivocal language 


A portion of Attorney Powell's statement in his appeal to the 


higher courts as printed in the Jackson Herald, is given below 
that Portsmouth people may get some idea of what The 
so-called 


Jackson Farmer's Fall Festival really was: 


"From the examination of the witnesses and the opinion of 


the court," says the statement, "we gather 'that the 
defense 


made, was, that because this gambling^ feitival took place under 
the supervision of certain alleged business men of the city, to-wit:
